It is a fact that the 
plague in Southern China mostly prevails at 
the very time of year that Hongkong and 
Canton suffered a short time sgo, and it 
seems to mo. that this should give food for 
reflection as tu whether or not the theory of 
a dormant state does not exist? ~ : 

Tread some little time ago in one of th 
daily papers that an expert had discovered 
less virulence in the buctoria found in tho 
ground, and aa this happened about tho 
time that a great changa had taken place 
fur the better; may we not viow it as a 
proof that the dormant atate was approach- 
log at that time? 

Some montha ago, and sa far as 1 am 
aware before anything had appeared in 
print concerning it, I wrote to the North- 
China Daily News undor the above heading, 
urging utter demolition of the infected 
parts of Hongkong, and a re-modelling of 
many of the dwellings that are built on

Weare taught that ‘Prevention is better 
than cure.’

unalletted portions of the world’s surface, 
now-n-days, possess populations sulficiently 
wealthy to letnpt the cupidity of adven- 
turers, or reward fitibustering expeditions 
by such dazzling resulta as crowned the con- 
quests of Cortes and Pizarro, Steady hard 
work is necessary to win from the soil, haw- 
ever fertile or metalliferous, ita crops or its 
gold. A ‘labour question’ has in conee- 
quenea become the subject of grave impor- 
tance in all parts of tha world where white 
enterprize has—justitiably or unjustifiably — 
planted its flag. Wesleru and South Ameri- 
ca, Australia and Malaya, including Nether- 
lands India, have alike been compelled to 
face the diffoulties imposed upon their 
dominant races by the foot that men 
of non-Cancasian blood alone fulfil the 
necessary conditions of heing antisfied with 
low wages, while able to endure exposure in 
a tropical ot sub-tropical climate. Trans- 
continental railways, the digging of guano, 
the oultivation of sugar, tobaccu, coffee and 
tapiooa have all required tropical labour, 
It is perfectly true that the pressing need 
for their services having passed, a reaction 
has set in where large white populations 
have apread over territories originally pro- 
pared fepaee reception by the hardworking 
Chir 24ffi or mild Iinduo, None the less 
isittrna that the demund for such labour 
minst ever exist where the white workman is 
nnable to stand tropical exposure. Such is 
the onae throughout Netherlanda Indiv and 


‘the Malay Peningulu; and British North 


Hornea, the youngest but sot least promising 
outlet for Kuropean enterprize, neede but 
cheap and ebnndant labour, in conjunction 
with a steady flow of agricultural immigra- 
tion to justify the wisdom of those who have 
enbarked capital in ils development. 

As many of our readers are aware the en- 
ortous coat of obtainiug what are knowns ae 
“contract coolics"’ haa materially retarded 
tho suecess of the principal industry yet 
developed in this Territory - the cultivation 
of tolacen. Attempts have from time to 
time heen made te redure this oost, but with- 
out muccess. During the past twoor three 
months however a roost beneficial change bas 
been brought about. The excessive rates 
were act owing to the legitimate charges and 
commissions of Kuropean agents and ship-

Cares cama to 
official knowledge in which but a single 
dollar out of some thirty thas ‘' advanced? 
to a ovclie remained in his hands as ho 
gazed his farewell upon the Lye-s-Moon 
oe Fort Canning. The ‘ reeruiter”? thua 
becamo possessed of the comfortable little 
sum of twenty-five dollars sommission 
anil twenty-nine dollars ‘squeeze’ for 
a single coolie, That the 04 dollars thus 
aequired seldom remained long in his hands 
will doubtless be believed by thoss who 
know the gambling propensities of the Chi- 
bese race, As a matter of fact the major 
portion of the heavy soms disbursed by the 
plaut-re of the Territory went to enrich the 
gambwia of Hongkong and Singapore, 
Convinced that this syatem must he put a 
stop to in the planters’ interests, the Gov- 
ernment, after due consideration, despatched 
ao official to visit, Sumatra, Singapore, 
Hongkong, and China, and to report upon 
the best means of bringing thiaabout. It 
would be neither easy nor politic te enter 
into details, but it way be anid that « fea- 
sible means has been tound of carryiug out 
a scheme or schemes which will effect a very 
large saving indeed in the expensen for la~ 
bour hitherta incurred. 

As regards agricultural free immigration 
the outlock is also promising, Tho marked 
sucoeas of the Hakka ecoluny at Kudat, fall 
details of which have reached native ears 
in China, is beginning to tell, and the liberal 
offers uf land grants advertisid in the Hong- 
kong vernacular papers are giving rise to 
favourable comment. Jt will at the same 
lime probably require the services ofa apeaial 
agent in, China to induce an tufluw of mar. 
ried Chinese at all commensurate with the 
necessities and advantages uffered by the 
Territory. No better proof can be afforded 
of the latter than the result of Mr W. B. 
Pryer’s agricultural experiment at the 
Waterpark Estate on the Byte river. It 

as conclusively proved— 

(1) That the forest can be attacked and 
opened up in’ any plage with perfect 
healthfutnesg, if properly done. 

(2.) That, with but slight help at first, 
Chinese imivigrauts can sara their 
own living by cultivating the soil.

It is obvious that exch new family which 
settles in the Territory will increase the 
value of the land in ite immadiate visinit, 
As regards the Plants most suitable >for oul.

‘Like its flrat oonein the hanaua, 
it, grows almost without attention, and 
an assured market being now open for 
it, there nead be no anxiety as to its finan- 
cial eucoess. .

Nor is ts quite necessary thot those inter- 
oated in the progress of the Tarritury should 
submit withont protest to the often unjust 
oriticism passed pen it by those who have 
lost money invested in British North Borneo 
undortokings. Inefficient or dishoneat man. 
agement hae been reaponsihle—for. much 
that is to be regretted, “but for that thé 
country ituelf is in no way. responsible, 
An uneuccessful plantation for instance be- 
comes so owing to one of two raasons—bad 
mauagement or unsuitable soil. If owing 
to the latter, it simply meana that confiding 
shareholders chose. some one wanting in 
judgmont to select their land. In either 
caso the shareholders haye-only themeelves 
to blame. When such success os has basn 
achieved on the Kinabatangan or Maradu 
Ray Evtates proves beyond a shadow of 
doubt that good Jand ists, and, if well 
macaged can bo mado to pay, it is folly to 
tall of the Territory ag the ‘grave of ine 
veatment.’ Tt hag been the grave of foolish 
investment doubtless, but. judicious people 
have found success whero others invited 
fnilure, If care be taken to make sure that 
any representations made are correct and, 
whatever tho enterprize, honeat and compe- 
tent mon aro selected to manage it, thera is 
but little risk of joss, If aome of aur orities 
will bear this in mind thoy will bo less. ia- 
sistent than heretofore in throwing upon the 
Territary the blame rightfully due to indi- 
viduals, —British North» Borneo Herald. 


THE WAR AND EXCHANGE. 

For tho last week or so the rise in ex- 
chango hee been the chief topic of con- 
versation both in commercial and private 
circles, Nobody wan prepared for the 
rise and overybody is a good deal puzzled 
to'explain it. It may be assumed as too 
obvious to require demon-tration that the 
disturbance in the silver market is due in 
the mein to the war betwoon China and 
Japan, both silver-using countriss, Until 
the war broke out there’ was no reason to 
anticipate a rise in the price of silvar. The 
tendancy of the market for mouths paat 
bad been steadily downward, and a reverse 
process could not be anticipated without on 
accentuation in the demand or a centrac- 
tion in the supply, neither of which in- 
fluences, wo far as could be foresaen, were 
likely to come into play in the ordinary 
courso. On the othor hand, no sooner had 
the war broken out than the riso in bar 
silver bogan, a0 that, prima facie, it is an 
obvious inference that the two facts were 
connected as cause and effect. The ques- 
tion is bow Through what particular 
channola has the war affected the silver 
market? The primary consideration in 
answering this query belongs almoat an 
anuch to ethics as to economics. War is so 
abaormal- a condition that in countries 
where it breaka out the ordinary couras of 
commerce is rudely intorrupted. The 
chief aim of a nation is no longer te acquire 
wealth in the international arena, put to 
securo at all costa the means requisite for 
carrying on a successful struggle. Strictly 
commercial motives aro no longer predo- 
minsot, Aza excellent illustration may be 
found in tho case of the United States at 
the time of the civil war. During the 
rtoonths which precaded the outbreak of 
this war, and for some time afterwards a 
similar disturbance to that now occurring 
in the oastern exchanges took place in the 
New York market. The exchanges on 
London rote rapidly, and rose to a far 
higher point than was juatified by the 
relative indebtedness of the United States 
and foreign countries, Ordinarily, the least 
sum io dollars for which a New York 
merchant would have parted with a claim 
upon a London housé would have been 
the par equivalent minus the cost of trana- 
mitting botlion from London to New York. 
Otherwise it would plainly have’ boon to hig 
profit to send the bill to London, have it 
encashed and have tha proceada sent to 
New York in gold. As a matter of faot 
the holders of bills on Europe did not 
exercise this discretion; they sold thoir 
claims for far less than they could have got 
had they bean content to send to London 
and hare them cashed, In banking phrase. 
ology, the exchanges on. London. rose far 
shove specie point. Why did the New 
York exporter consent to sacrifice 3 or 4 
per contin this way? Simply because he 
was eager to eell bis bills immediately and 
secure dollare at any sacrifice, Ho either 
requird funds, or, under the influence of 
panic, thought he did. 

It is probable that the disturbance which 
bas now taken place in the exchange be- 
tween China and Jepan on the one band, 
and Europe on the other—in other words 
the disturbance in the ailver bullion market 
—is duo to similar influences to thosa which 
came into play in New York in 1861, 
Whon it became cleat about a month ago 
that war was inevitable, silver stood at 284d 
the ounce, and the holder of sterling bills 
in Shanghui or Tokio could get the corres- 
ponding number of dollars to the sovereign, 
‘Tha moment war broke out, however, every. 
body won'd be anxious toreslise in dol 
Inca, partly out of moro uncertainty and 
apprehension as regards the futere, and 
partly becausa of the enormously in- 
creased demand for ready money in both 
China and Japan to finance the war, that 
is, to pay tho wages of the armies engaged, 
the cost of stores and transport, and the 
like. | In anch circumstances, even had the 


claims of Obina and Japan on fureign coun- | P 


tries been exactly equivalent to the debts 
they owed—the condition of things which 
would ordinarily maintain exchange at 
aristing rates—tho oxchanga would inevit- 
ably have risen, because those who had 
gold bills for sale in Japan and China must 
have been eager to underbid each other for 
the aske of immediate payment, while the 
holdera of bills om Ohina and Japan in 
Europe would bo in no such haste. Other 
causes olso, however, have come into opera. 
tion which, for the time being, ha¥e put 
Ghina and Japa in the position of. coun. 
trisa with o feyoqrable' balance of trade, 
that is, ina position making for a risa. in 
the exchangs value of the dollar. China 
has borrowed 4 large sam iu Europe, In 
the Jong rua the loan increases her interna- 
tional indebtedness, that is, becomes a 
force tending to lower the exchange value 
of the dollar by incroasiog the number of
